Coordinated Groups 

The conference heard talks from 
Government offictals and experts, 
after which if approved the proposal 
envisaging air defence organisation in 
seven separate but coordinated 
groups, namely, surveillance, look- 
out and signalling; alr raid warning; 
binck-out control and camouflaging: 
bomb shelters; fire Aghting; first ald 
and décontamination and gencral 
direction. hs 

It is understood that the plan will 
undergo further touching-up by the 
authorities concerned, after which it 
will be applied throughout — the 
Nation.

Australia’s. Child Endowment 


Plan Is Major Social Measure 


: THE Child Endowment measure recently ‘passed by the Commonwealth Par- 
liament constitutes a major, national advance in social betterment in Australia. “It 
is a national investment in persons as. compared with things.” 


The endowment provided is 


at the rate of 5/~ per week for 


all children under the age of 16 years in excess of one child in 


each family. Payments will be 


made in respect of all eligible 


children irrespective of the means, occupation or social condi- 


tion of the parents, 

Payments will be made direct 
to the mother except in special 
circumstances to be prescribed 
by legislation. 

“Children otherwise endowed c.g. 
the children of war pensioners come 
within the scope of the scheme as 
also children residing in private 
charitable institutions and children 
boarded out by the State, but-not jn 
institutions wholly or substantially 
supported by State funds. 

Aboriginal children wilt be treated 
the same as white children in com- 
parable circumstances. 

British subjects coming from 
overseas may -clalm cndowment 
after, twelve months’ residence. 

’The present number of children 
under 16 years of age in Australia 
is about 1,830,000 and of this number 
it Is estimated that 1,000,000 will be 
eligible for. child cndowment pay- 
ments. The scheme will assist 500,< 
000 Australian families, : 

First Child Excluded 

The first child of a family will not 
come within the scope of the scheme 
for two reasons. First of all, on the 
commonwealth Arbitration Court's 
recent finding the basic wage as fixed

quate for a family unit of three—a 
man wife and one child: One child 
in on basic wage family need be at 
no djsadvantage In the matter af 
nutrition, . Nutrition and clothing 
become matters of concern as the 
numbers increase. 

Secondly, the Inclusion of first 
children jn. the benefit would have 
Increased the cost of endowment in 
Australin by .over 30° per cent. that 
is, it would udd £11,000,000 to the 
large sum of £13,000,000 which the 
accepted scheme ts estimated to 
cost.

_4n endowment of five shillings 
for cach child after the first ts in 
advance of anything attempted in 
Australlg or elsewhere. 

Under the New South Wales 
Scheme—the only State scheme which 
is now superseded by the Common- 
wealth legislatlon—the payment was 
6s. per week per child In execss af 
one, but ft was restricted to certain 
low wage, families whereas the 
Commonwealth scheme covers all 
famllies. 

In New Zealand the present Labour 
Government's scheme provides 4s. 
per week per child in excess of two. 
European schemes existing prior to 
the present wor cither did not endow 
the first child or paid at a lower rate. 

How Scheme 1s-Financed 

Finance for the scheme will be 
provided by a tax on all payrolls at 
the rate of 2% per cent, on amounts 
in excess of £20 per weck. This tax 
will be paid by the employer and is 
expected to yleld £7,000,000 a year. 
A further sum of £2,000,000 will be 
obtnined by the abolition of the In- 
come tax reductions for. children in 
excess of ‘one.

Dictator Powers Are 
Doomed, Says Amery 


Mr L, S. Amery, Secretary 


of State ‘for India, surveyed 


the-war situation in an ‘address to the Plywood Company at a 
recent Iuncheon at the Holborn Restaurant, . 


He said that whatever might be the dangers that confront- 


them far stronger in 


numbers, far more powerful in resources and equipment, far, 
better trained, and above all, with a fully justified confidence 
in our fighting men, on sea, on land, and in the air, and in their 
leaders, than seemed possible even six months ago. 


He believed we had even bet- 
ter grounds for confidence ‘if. 
disregarding the details of yes- 
terday and to-morrow, we stood 
back, as it were, to look upon the 
picture of the war as a. whole. 
Better still, if we were to look 
at that picture .with entirely 
fresh and: unpréjudiced eyes, 
such as it might appear to the 
proverbial visitor from another 
planet. 

‘ What He Will Find - 


Such a visitor would observe that 
six-sevenths of the globe was covered 
by the sea, and that the command of 
the seas was in the hands of Britain; 
and the United States. 

His informants would then help 
him to find on the main land mass of 
the Old World a small protuberance 
called Europe, and tell him that, after 
incredible exertlons,- the. dictator 
powers ‘hnd secured control of the 
greater part of it, : 

He would then be told that the 
dictators were cut off from all direct 
sea roufes. and that only a trickle 
of what they need reached them: 
-through—testricted communications, 
across vast distances.: In the air such 
local superiority os they had enjoyed 
had never been complete, not even 
suMciently to chable them to cover 
the passage of their forces across n 
20-mile strait, and was destined soon 
to become a definite inferiority. 


What Conclusions ? 


What would be such a visitor’s 
conclusion? Surely it would be that, 
on the material plane at least, the 
dictator powers were doomed, sooner 
or later, to defeat. 

He would also learn that the Is- 
sue was one between the lust for 
arbitrary power—power for the In- 
dividual to dominate his fellow- 
countrymen, power for a race of 
overlords to dominate the world—and

Food Kitchens for Destitute, The 
Hongkong Refugee and Soclal Welfare 
Council administers four food kitchens 
in the Colony. They are St Peter's, 
West Point, Hongkong; the Salvation 
Army. Hennessy Rond, Hongkong: the 
Old Maglistracy, Kowloon; and Sham 
Shiu Po, Kowldon. - 

‘Hither come the poor, the blind, and 
the Inme, young children, old peapie, 
and babics, to the number of more 
than 4,000, These people are destilute 
or almost so, and In many cases this Is 
the only meat they have. 

Three of the buildings In which the 
food is: distributed have been lent by 
the Hongkong Government, and the 
other has been erected by private sub- 
seription. The Council has bad gifts 
of clothing and these are distributed to 
Food Kitchens and Camps. 

The people that attend are refugees 
and destitute paor jin almost equal 
numbers. It must be remembered that 
the poor of Hongkong have become 
even poorcr than. they ‘were, because 
of the influx of refugees, many of 
whom have taken work that the Hong- 
kong poor should be doing. 

The congee_has the following In- 
gredients:— Broken rire, cracked 
wheat, potatocs. carrots, beef,~ liver,

This ‘Is a recipe approved by the 
Medical Depariment of Hongkong.

explosive missile used by the 
Nazis; that’ our targets have 
been so carefully chosen and our 
bombers’ aim so accurate that 
German war industry and com- 
munications have been gravely 
disrupted; that our losses dur- 
ing raids over the Reich are 
rarely more than a third of those 
suffered by the German. air 
invaders, which demonstrates 
that either our airmen have 
learnt the secret of evading: the 
Nazi defences, or that their de- 
fences are immeasurably in- 
ferior to those of Britain, or 
both. :

‘Plan Is Major Social Measure. 


THE Child Endowment measure recently passed. by the Commonwealth Par- 


liament constitutes a major national advance in social betterment in Australia. “It 
is'a national investment in persons as:compared with things.” ~ 


The endowment provided is at the rate of 5/- per week for 
all children under the age of 16 years in excess of one child in 


each family. Payments will be 


made in respect of all eligible 


children irrespective of the means, occupation or social condi-: 


tion of the parents. , 

Payments will be made direct 
to the mother except in special 
circumstances to be prescribed 
by legislation. 

-Children otherwise endowed ‘e.g. 
the children of war pensioners come 
within the scope of the scheme as 
also children residing in private 
charitable institutions and children 
boarded out by the State, but not ‘in 
institutions wholly or substantially 
supported by State funds. 

Aboriginal children will be treated 
the same as white children in com- 
parable circumstances, 

. British subjects coming from 

Overseas may claim endowment 

after, twelve months’ residence. 

The present number of children 
under 16 years of age in Australia 
is about 1,830,000 and of this number 
it is estimated that 1,000,000. will be 
eligible for child endowment pay- 
ments. The scheme will assist 500,- 
000 Australian families. 

First Child Excluded . 

The first child of a family will not 
come within the scope of the scheme 
for two reasons. First of all, on the 
commonwealth Arbitration Court's

Kurt Schuschnige, last Chancellor of independent Austria, 


who has been a‘prisoner of the ‘Nazis 


since just before: the 


Anschluss was proclaimed on March 13, 1938, has been moved to 
Bavaria, according to Vienna information. 


There, in an undisclosed — vil- 
lage, the former Chancellor lives 
with his wife, still in the  cus- 
tody of the Germans, it has 
been disclosed by Baldur. von 
Schirach, Nazi. Statthalter 
(Governor) of annexed Austria. 

For more than a year after his 
imprisonment, Herr'Schuschnigg was 
under guard in the Metropole Hotel 
in Vienna, headquarters’ of the 
Gestapo, German sceret police. 
There hud been subsequent reports, 
however,. that he had been moved 
elsewhere in Germany, A

He married the former Countess 
Vera Fugger von ‘Babtnhausen in a

on June 3, 1938,

country, already had. disappeared 
from his Belvedere Palace tnd his 
brother, Dr Arthur Schuschnig, 
acted as his proxy. Not ‘even the 
bride, It was. believed, Iknew then 
where her husband was being held.

He said that whatever might be the dangers that confront- 


them far stronger in 


humbers, far ‘more, powerful, in resources and equipment, far 
better. trained, and above all, with a fully justified confidence 
in our fighting men, on sea, on land, and in the air,-and in their 
leaders, than ‘seemed possible even six months ago. 


He believed we had even bet- 
ter grounds for confidence if. 
disregarding the details of yes- 
terday and to-morrow, we stood 
yack, ns it were, to look upon the 
picture of the war as a whole. 
Better still, if we were to look. 
at that ‘picture with ‘entirely 
fresh and unprejudiced eyes, 
such as it might appear to the 
proverbial visitor’ from another 
planet. 

What He Will Find 
‘Such a visitor would observe that 
six-sevenths of the gldbe was covered 
by the sea, and that the command of 
the seas was In the hands of Britain 
and ‘the United States. 

His Informants would -then help 
him to And on the main Jand mass of 
the Old World a small protuberance 
called Europe, and tell him that, after 
incredible _exertlons, the dictator 
powers had secured control of the 
Rreater port of it. on 

He would then be told that’ the 
dictators were cut off from.all direct 
sea foutes and that only a trickle 
of what they’ need reached them 
“through Yestrietéed communications: 
across vast distances. In the air stich 
local superiority as they had enjoyed 
fhad never been complete, not even 
{ifllciently to enable. them to cover 
the passage of thelr forces across a 
20-mile strait, and was destined soon 
to become a definite inferlority. 

What Conclusions 7? 

What would be such a visitor's 
conclusion? Surely it would be that, 
on the material plane .at least, the 
dictator powers were doomed, sooner 
or later, to defeat. : 

He would algo learn that the fs- 
suc was one ,between the lust for 
arbitrary power—power for the in- 
dividual to dominate his fellow- 
countrymen, power for a race of 
overlords to dominate the world—and 
the desire for equality of rights under 
a common law, written or unwritten, 
within ench nation and between the 
nations, the’ desire for cooperation in- 
stead of domination. ‘ 

In other words, the struggle was 
between the blind destructive forces 
that had unsuccessfully stood in the 
way of human. progress and the 
crentive forces that had built up 
tankind,, between barbarism and 
lyillzation, between the past und the 
future, ,

Plan Is Major Social Measure 


: THE Child Endowment ‘measure recently passed .by the Commonwealth Par- 
liament constitutes a major national advance in social betterment in Australia. “It 
is a national investment in persons as compared with things.” . 


‘The endowment provided is 


at the rate of 6/— per week for 


all children under the age of 16 years in excess of one child in 


ench family. Payments will be 


made in respect of all eligible 


children irrespective of the means, occupation or. social condi- 


tion of the parents, F 

Payments will be made direct 
to the mother except in special 
circumstances to be prescribed 
by legislation, 

Children otherwise endowed cig. 
the ‘children of war penstoners come 
within the scope of the scheme as 
also children residing in private 
charitable institutions and children 
boarded out, by the State, but not in 
Institutlons wholly or ‘substantially 
supported by State funds. 

Aboriginal children will be treated 
the same as white children in com- 
parable circumstances, 

British subjects coming from 
overscas may clinim endowment 
after twelve months’ residence. 
The present number of children 

under 16 years of age in Australia 
ts about 1,830,000 and of this number 
it is estimated that 1,000,000 will be 
eligible for child endowment pay- 
ments. The scheme will assist 500,- 
000 Australian families. . 


First Child Excluded 


The first child of a family will not 
come within the scope of the scheme 
for two rensons. First of all, on the
